as the Timme bill, for the extension 
of the Sheridan Drive from the south- 
ern boundary line of the state of Wis- 
consin northerly along- the banks of 
Lake Michigan, to Milwaukee, which 
drive would pass 'through t-he eastern 
portion of the Town of Caledonia, Ka-

roads throughout Baeine county ought 
to cause conversions in plenty to the 
g-ood roads movement, but there have 
been roads as bad before and the farm 
ers have gone right on voting on. the 
question as to whether they shall pay 
their road tax in labor or put up the 
money. It'is not, however, all the 
farmer's fault, the trouble lies with 
the system, under which roads are 
districted out. Most of the taxpayers 
who live in districts where the work 
plan exists vie with each other in try- 
ing-to see how little they can do, 
while in other districts the road com- 
missioners find themselves 
possessed 


of a fund that, if expended in roads 
of real merit, would not build a. half 
mile of good roads according to the 
present interpretation of the. term. 


While there is much opposition 
to 


the Sheridan road it cannot be denied 
that the road would prove a great 
boon to the territory through which 
it passes. If a like road were 
to be 


built through the county from 
east 


to west, it ivou'id uo doubt benefit a 
greater number of people. But these 
roads cannot oil be built- in one year. 
The county board 
should lay out a 


plan for road improvement covering a 
number of years. A given number of 
miles might be allotted to be com- 
pleted each 
year. All parts of the 


county might be included, and in

known 'is memory is that it Is treacherous. 
•\Vhllo pretending with every appearance of 
honesty to be its owner's faithful servant, 
it ifi- mcroly awaiting ft particularly awk- 
ward moment, say the critics, to betray 
him ignomlnlonsly. ' It is unquOKtioua-bly 
true that modern memories, tho best of 
them, lire degenerate.; when compared with 
the ancient ones. IJ the task of perpetu- 
ating Homor's "Illutl" und "Tho Arabian 
Nigi'ts.' Entertainment" now depended 
whollv upon somo one's ability to memo- 
rize those long productions, it is quite s«fo 
to assume that tho nest generation would 
fcsiir tfiein in an exceedingly abridged form. 


But the fault of its present w«vkncss j 


cannot bo laid altogether' ut the door of ; 
memory Itself. That Is probably still capa- j 
bio of performing vastly moro than it over 
does at present, but, like all servants, it 
iiuiet be trained and then- kept tip to its 
work. Whether on tha whole this is worth 
while is anothw question. It would un- 
doubtedly be most convenient on many oc- 
casions to recall things at will, without 
any -written -assistance... But considering 
the time in whioh-wo live, when every- 
thing worth remembering is printed, or 
can bo without much trouble, there is lit- 
tle real need for much memorizing. The 
majority of people prefer to bo dependent 
upon books and notes rather than to con- 
vert tfiolr heads into storerooms, the stock 
of witch is likely to be considerably jum- 
bled up h>Bd, at least in part, rubbish. 


It is ft peculiar fact that a speaker who 


is accustomed to rely upon somo outsido 
aid to liii; meraoi-y, even though ho may, 
by much repetition, havo learned thowords 
by heart, is almert always thrown into 
confusion if tho usual nid is suddenly with- 
drawn. Episcopal clergymen who have 
road tho Berivcus of tho church for raany 
years uro good examples oil this.

Such machines KXO very durable, and 
while they may not be able to do more 
or bettor work than some types of home- 
made machines they give better satis- 
faction- all-around than anything which, 
the f ozmor might himself mnko at a 
cost enough loss to prove an inoontlve 
to undertake .tho task. The point urged 
is: Got a windmill. Get the best ono 
possible. If able, get one made- ofisteel 
or iron ; -if not of these, then lee it-jbe of 
wood and of tho beat type. But if' 
cannot buy'one of these, don't go 
out-a windmill ilake one. 


The Standard Bferrel- 


The New York state law passed last 


spring requires tho barrel used in han- 
dling apples, quinces, pears and potatoes 
to represent a quantity equal to 100 
quarts of green or dried measuro. In 
buying or soiling such articles by tho 
barrel, it-is understood that this stand- 
ard is intended. Wnen potatoes aro sold 
by weight the quantity constituting a 
barrel must bo 1T3 pounds. The law 
provides that no ono "in tho state shall 
uso barrels mudo for • the sale of '-these,
